He suggests that 
I should send it to Newell for his opinion, and I accordingly venture to 
send it to you under separate cover tomorrow (as Newell may be away) and 
beg you to submit it to Newell at the earliest opportunity. I have insured 
it at this end for 2150. I shall be most grateful for a detailed expression 
of Newell's and your views on the matter. In particular I should like to 
have a cast of the sort of Alexander out of which Newell thinks it is worked 
up. 

There is a slight trace of double striking under the horizontal bar of 
the T (where you would expect it) as well as round the contour of the 
figure.

Reatty 
had informed you that the coins had been deposited with us 
but that on writing you learned that such was not the case, 

and that although Ir. Newell expressed himself as willing 

to do anything in-his power he wrote that he was helpless 
unless Mr. Huntington's permission could be ebtained. Stress 
should be laid upon the fact that there is no satisfactory. 
publication of these ‘coins, because this might lead to the 
proper publication of the lig-anio Society's (Mr, Huntington's) 
@olleetion, either in connection with furnishing casts for 
your use oF independently of it. You will of course have 
understood that we shall cotperate in every way possible 

when Mr. Huntington broaches the subject to us, ac we feel 

\ he unquestionably will. Jr. Huntingtonés address is 3 Bast

in the country and lir. Huntington's even longer absences 

matters will be brought to a crigis, we feel, much more 

quickly by your letter than by waiting for a ehance meeting.
